ctely with the suppression of Anarchism. The trusts 
will notice that the Democratic press was a unit in 
their denunciation of the act of the cowardly mis- 
creant \vho took the life of the executive head of 
thrr nation, and realize that the Democratic party 
wh:r-h is the chief and almost the oniy element that 
openly and above-board opposes them, resorts only 
to constitutional and lawful means to put them 
down. This will naturally cause many who have. 
heretofore paid but little attention to the causes of 
discontent to investigate them,.and honest and in- 
telhgeni investigation cannot fail to inspire apposi- 
tion thereto.
